C o Ii e n ’ s memorandum, al­ 
though a year old, is Hie first 
public indication of some of the 
ideas being discussed.

transplantation 
of 
hair been successful? Is it still 
being done? 
How is it per­ 
formed? 
Mr. C. G., Fla. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
It is more than 15 y ears since 
attempts were first made to 
transplant hair from one part 
of the head to another. The 
technique i§ known 
as skin- 
punch-autog rafts. 
In carefully chosen cases, tiny 
g rafts of a person’s hair are 
inserted into the bald areas and 
are encourag ed to g row by a 
variety of means. 
The “donor” area is the site 
of luxurious g rowth from which 
small 
clusters 
of 
hair 
are 
pa i n l e s s l y removed, with 
specially devised skin • punch 
instruments. 
The 
skin 
and 
the 
hair 
rmoved from the donor site 
are now introduced into the bald 
recipient site. Anywhere from 
ten to 40 of such "plug s” arc 
g rafted at each visit. 
About two or three weeks are 
allowed for the new site to heal 
before another g roup of g rafts 
is implanted. 
Hundreds of such cases have 
been successfully reported by 
surg eons and dermatolog ists. 1 
am certain that these same 
phy sicians 
would 
admit that 
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many 
cases 
have 
been 
un­ 
successful 
because 
of varied 
reason*. 
Sometimes, the recipient site 
may 
reject 
the 
autog rufts. 
Infections 
arc 
rare 
and 
are 
easily 
controlled 
if they 
do 
happen. 
Intensive 
studies 
continue 
with the use of hormones, drug s 
and antibioties to assure g reater 
success with this ty pe of hair 
rcg rowtli technique. 
The attempts to re g row hair 
have been tried in cases of 
alopecia (baldness) caused by 
unusual infections, burns, and 
injury . In fact the method was 
first used in such eases, and 
then

to 
the 
social 
problems 
of 
male 
“pattern” 
baldness. 
Before anyone becomes in­ 
volved with this ty pe of hair 
transplantation, every phase of 
it 
should

Ucassionally , some people are 
allerg ic to the contents of one

another. In y our ease, try to 
lubricate the area that is red 
and ang ry and for a short while 
avoid using y our deodorant.

History has play ed a trick on 
the super-powers. As the U.S. 
and Soviet Russia pour their 
resources 
into 
nuclear 
ar­ 
maments and the financing of 
costly little wars, and as the 
Red 
Chinese 
maneuver 
to 
achieve an atomic position of 
their own, the middle powers 
— Japan, Australia, the Corn 
nuni Market nations of Western 
Europe — are scooping up the 
g ood thing s of life. It could be 
that the Summits we have been 
witnessing , 
w i t h 
President 
Nixon journey ing hither and yon 
in quest of his “ g eneration of 
p e a c e , * ’ 
are 
a 
dim 
acknowledg ement 
o f 
the 
situation. Nobody in his rig ht 
mind 
expects 
disarmament 
among the super-powers to g o 
very far, but it could be that 
the era of nuclear diplomacy 
is 
alxiut to g ive way to a 
diplomacy once mentioned by 
the late Nikita Khruschev, one 
of “ kilowatts, not g uns.” 
The world energ y picture is 
not g ood, and the five important 
power blocs — the U.S., the 
USSR, Western Europe, Japan, 
and China — will soon be locked 
in an intense competition to 
keep their fuel supplies abreast 
of industrial needs. If the in­ 
dustrial nations are to sustain 
a 4 per cent annual g rowth in 
their Gross National Product, 
new sources of energ y must be 
found. Natural g as, which has 
had a 
g reat development, is 
reaching its limit. There is still 
plenty of coal around, but it 
creates 
pollution 
and 
tran- 
s p o r. t a t i o n problems that 
become 
more 
and 
more 
in­ 
tolerable 
as 
populations 
in­ 
crease. Oil is still waiting to 
be found, but more and more 
it turns up in difficult places. 
The g ood 
hy droelectric 
sites 
have mostly been pre-empted 
and developed. 
So it is to nuclear energ y that 
the future must turn. The dif­ 
ficulty here is that enormous 
amounts 
of 
electricity 
are 
currently 
needed 
to 
create 
atomic fuel and the ecolog ical 
problems 
caused 
by 
nuclear 
heat 
dissipation 
and 
waste 
disposal arc still formidable. 
The most sobering projection 


is tliat, by 19 85, the U.S. will 
be importing 6 0 per cent of its 
oil, which will mean a balance 
of pay ments deficit of $15 to 
$20 billion a y ear that will have 
to be compensated for by the 
sale of g oods and services to 
foreig ners. This means that the 
U.S. cannot g o isolationist. We 
arc 
stuck 
with 
meeting the 
requirements 
of an energ y 
involved, 
this 
means 
naval 
expansion. The Soviets know it, 
and 
they 
arc 
building 
a 
Mediterranean and an Indian 
Ocean fleet. The U.S., despite 
the 
animus 
of 
a 
Georg e 
McGovern 
ag ainst 
increased 
naval expenditures, will have to 
keep pace with the Russians if 
our power requirements arc to 
be met. 
The oil picture being what it 
is, our ecolog ists will have to 
overcome some of their ob­ 
jections to the development of 
nuclear plants. Vincent Abajian, 
whose 
Electro-Nucleonics 
company 
has 
pioneered 
the 
development of the g as cen­ 
trifug e isotope separator in the 
U.S. and is one of the three 
prime contractors to the Atomic 
Energ y Commission along with 
Sig nal Oil and Union Carbide, 
prophesies that, by 19 80, 25 per 
cent of all pow'er g enerated in 
the U.S. will be nuclear. By 
the y ear 2000 the fig ure will 
jump to 50 per cent. 
The g as centrifug e, which is 
far less costly than the diffusion 
plants 
now used 
to produce 
atomic fuel, was invented by 
a German, Gcrnot Zippe, who 
spent some time in the U.S. 
after 
World 
War 
II. 
Unac­ 
countably , we let him g et away 
from us. A British, German and 
Dutch consortium is using his 
centrifug e to g et cheap atomic 
power. But the centrifug es now 
being used in this country to 
filter hepatitis and other viruses 
and g erms from blood banks 
arc capable of adaptation to 
nuclear enrichment uses. The 
technolog y is there despite Herr 
Zippe’s departure. The potential 
market for separative nuclear 
work by centrifug es will run to 
$2 billion by 1990. 
By then wc mig ht be able 
to afford isolation. But for the 
next g eneration we shall be 


joekey eing to keep our oil tanks 
filled. The first “ must” is the 
trans-Alaska pipeline fiom the 
Nortli 
Slope 
oil 
fields. 
The 
second is more offshore drilling 
in non-earthquake areas. The 
third is keeping our sea power 
up to snuff, so that big tankers 
can sail in peace. The ag e of 
energ y diplomacy is here.

hair been successful? Is it still 
being done? 
How is 
it per­ 
formed? 
Mr. C. G., Fla. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
It is more than 15 years since 
attem pts were first made to 
transplant hair from one part 
of the head to another. The 
technique 
i§ known 
as 
skin- 
puneh-autografts. 
In carefully chosen cases, tiny 
grafts of a person’s hair are 
inserted into the bald areas and 
are encouraged to grow by a 
variety of means. 
The “donor” area is tile site

Sometimes, the recipient site 
may 
reject 
the 
autografts. 
Infections 
arc 
rare 
and 
are 
easily 
controlled 
if 
they 
do 
happen.

regrowth technique.

level and draw $18 billion from 
corporate treasuries.

Rinfret interprets to mean any­ 
one earning more thau $12,000 a 
year. 
—An increase in government 
spending. 
By 
closing 
“ loop­ 
holes” and by raising taxes on 
the “ rich” and on corporations, 
federal receipts would be in­ 
creased by $80 billion, to be 
used for social program s and 
public investm ent. 
“ People 
like to kid them ­ 
selves,” says Rinfret. “ Many 
people are aw are of the funda­ 
m entals of the McGovern plat­ 
form, but they say he could 
never enact it.” 
Rinfret isn’t so certabi. He 
suggests that McGovern “ as a 
newly elected president would

“Our

“TTiey 
will never take off their badg­ 
es.”
